of the Young Men's Christian Association. 
Jlend- 


riunrtors have been established in various Amer- 
ican and foreign ports, where comfortable beds, 
good food, pleasant lounging rooms and whole- 
some recreation facilities or* provided at reason- 
able cost. By this provision it is hoped to rescue 
the man on shore leave from thu many difficulties 
and iniquities that beset him. 


It Is estimated that i'n the port of New York 


alone 301000 seamen arc on shore leave dally. 
'J'hey can not afford the high-priced hotels, and 
the cheaper hotels in port cities are always crowd- 
ed. 
Suddenly deprived of the discipline of tho 


ship and without homo ties lo anchor them, they 
drift into doubtful rooming houses and question- 
able, enterprises deliberately designed to lake all 
of their money away from them. 


For years, it has been generally accepted th.'H 


tho average sailor on shore leave is a dissipated 
and disorderly fellow, shunned by tho righteous 
and until recently frequently denied admittance lo 
orchestra seats In tho theaters. The war slightly 
changed this popular conception, and the "Y" is 
now showing it to be altogether mistaken. 


It has foiim) that, given the same sort of ad- 


vantages habitually enjoyed by landlubbers, 1 the 
average seaman is not any more inclined to wick- 
edness and riot than they arc.

Washington.—Making the shore safe for sea- 


men has lately become one ot the. chlct activities 
oC the Young Men's Christian Association. Head- 
quarters have been established in various Amer- 
ican and foreign ports*, where comfortable beds, 
good food, pleasant lounging rooms and whole- 
some recreation facilities are provided at reason- 
able cost. By this provision It is hoped to rescue 
the man on shore leave from the many difficulties 
and Iniquities that beset him. 


H Is estimated that in the'port of New York- 


alone 30,000 seamen are on shore leave dally. 
They can not afford tin; high-priced hotels', and 
the cheaper hotels In port cities are always crowd- 
ed. 
Suddenly deprived o£ the discipline of the 


Hhip and without home ties to anchor them, they, 
drift into doubtful rooming houses and question- 
able enterprises deliberately designed to take all 
ot their money away from them. 


For years, it has been generally accepted that 


.the .average sailor on shore leave is a dissipated 
and disorderly fellow, shunned by the righteous 
and until recently frequently denied admittance to 
orchestra seats lu/ihe theaters.. The .war slightly 
changed this popular conception, and the "V" Is 
now showing It to be .altogether mistaken. 


H has found 'that, given the same, sort of ad- 


vantages habitually enjoyed by landlubbers, the 
average seaman Is not any more Inclined to wick- 
edness and riot than they are. 
His wants are- ex- 


tremely simple, his Impulses quite conventional, 
and he is easily influenced by suggestion. 


Under the Influence, of the New York "Y" sea- 


men are oven exhibiting Interest in the Metropol- 
itan Museum and attending psychology lectures 
In Cooper Union. They patronize' the city's 'thea- 
ters, cabarets and dancchall.s without having to 
be balled out ot jail the next morning. 
And in- 


credible as it may .scern. many of them who are 
supporting families In other ports, prefer to spend 
their evenings in the "Y" recreation hall, reading 
or playing- chess and mnh Jong. 


This Is not due to any ethical pressure exerted 


by the "Y" but largely to Its atmosphere; of com- 
panionship and comfort.

clean bed to sleep in, supplied at a reasonable 
price: good food; a place In which to store his 
dunnage; a safe depository for Ills money; writing 
tables and stationery for correspondence: a place 
to receive mail, to inircha.se supplies neede.d for 
the next voyage at fair price*, to obtain employ- 
ment without charge, nnd lo receive people from 
home. In other words, these men need the ben- 
efits of a clubhouse, where they mny find the 
comforts and companionship so sorely missed by 
those, who live, a nomadic existence." 


The "Y" alms to be a l i t t l e more (.him a- clnb- 


.iou.se, however, for it tilrio arranges lo look after 
sick nnd Indigent seiimen who nre suddenly land- 
ed in the city without aid of any sort. 
Its agents 


see that the sick mini Is plared In a hospital, 
where they make frequent visits until lie has 
fully recovered. 
They take him books to read, 


provide him with writing materials, and attend to 
nny purchasoH or business he wants transacted. 
When he Is once more able to be about, they help 
him to find further employment. 
If It becomes 


apparent that a man. through injuries or age. Is 
disabled for further work, they get In touch with 
the proper authorities for placing him in a sea- 
man'.s home.

Indeed, the- social net-vice of the "Y" goes to 


unusual length*. 
Us agents even visit incoming I 


and outgoing vcascl.s regularly for the purpose of 
securing full information an to (lies personnel of 
the officers and crew, to find out the. special needs 
of any purtlculnr member of tho crow, and tr. sup- 
ply in so fur as possible, tho games and maga- 
zine* required. 
This informnlion is transmitted through Hie

-In 
this'-way. Ihe seamen's service of the Association 
becomes virtually International In character.

Already tho X«.w York VY" for seamen 
has 


become so popular that it contemplates moving 
from Us comparatively small quarters at S2.' West 
Twenty-third stree; to a much Urge-,- Ijulldlng- on 
the same street, w^here the. accommodations will 
bo more elaborate.' As n'ow planned, tho thrco top 
floors will be tui-K-d into sort of war .is, accomn- 
datlng 250 men, with .separate section-, for offi- 
cers, stewards, J.:c'' hands and firemen.

for boys employed as cabin boys, .1 pnri.-iitices and 
deck boys in an attempt to supply some of the 
home Influence lacking In their immature lives.

The foreign seamen's brandies of tho "Y" are

F.very\vhere, the 
service of the branches- i.s much the same, except 
that In foreign ports the "V" agents also attend 
to papers of the men that may need .special pro- 
cedure.
